New  student  editors  will  run 


Several  Utah  County  officials  are 
facing  a  new  battle  over  zoning,  this 
time  in  court. 

A  complaint  filed  in  U.S.  District 
Court  has  charged  that  they  violated 
the  Sherman  Anti-Trust  Act  and  the 
Clayton  Act,  which  involves  restraint 
of  interstate  trade. 

Defendants  in  the  suit  are  County 
Commissioners  Karl  Lyman  and  Yukus 
Inouye;  the  county  itself;  the  County 
Planning  Commission;  Iva  SneU,  former 
county  zoning  administrator;  and 
Lincoln  Realty,  of  which  Planning 


to  create  jobs,  tax  cuts  to  boost 
individual  buying  power  and  tax 
incentives  for  industry  to  expand 
plants  and  employment. 

There  were  indications  that,  so  far  at 
least.  Democratic  congressional  leaders 
are  satisfied  with  Carter’s  performance 
on  his  pledge  to  confer  with  them  as  he 
develops  his  legislative  proposals.  The 
jobs  bill  was  a  congressional  creation, 
and  Carter  adopted  it  as  part  of  his 
program. 

Meanwhile,  Ford  sent  his  own 
version  of  a  tax  reduction  to  Congress, 
where  it  is  virtually  certain  to  go 


nowhere. 

Ford’s  proposal  combined  a  $10 
bilhon  personal  income  tax  cut  with 
reductions  in  corporate  taxes  and  an 
increase  in  Social  Security  taxes.  The 
package  was  nearly  identical  with  one 
Congress  rejected  last  year. 

As  the  Congress  set  itself  up  for 
business  Tuesday,  Sen.  Robert  C.  Byrd 
of  West  Virginia  won  his  expected 
victory  to  become  leader  of  the 
majority  Democrats  in  the  Senate.  Sen. 
Hubert  H.  Humphrey  of  Minnesota 
withdrew  from  the  competition, 
leaving  Byrd  unopposed. 


Zoning  suit  names 
firm,  county  aides 


Christensen  is  secretary -treasurer. 

The  zoning  battle  has  been  raging 
since  early  fall  when  a  group  organized 
against  the  changing  of  zoning  laws. 

Marchers  picketed  the  County 
Building,  hundreds  of  letters  were 
written  and  public  meetings  were  held 
as  they  mobilized  against  the  plan. 

The  law  was  put  into  effect  by  the 
County  Commission  two  weeks  ago. 
Commissioners  will  meet  to  consider 
some  100  proposed  changes  to  the  plan 
on  Jan.  31. 

The  plan  would  toughen  the 
restrictions  on  building  in  the  county, 
restricting  development  on  agricultural 
and  watershed  lands. 

The  plaintiffs  in  the  suit,  Max 
Nelson,  Howard  Jensen  and  John 
Runyan,  charge  that  the  Planning 
Commission  and  the  County 
Commission  gave  breaks  on  building 
approval  to  Inouye  and  Christensen 
while  denying  it  to  the  plaintiffs. 

.“Desperate  people  take  desperate 
moves,”  Christensen  said  Tuesday. 

“These  people  would  like  to  do  away 
with  all  zoning,  and  that  would  be 
chaos,”  he  continued. 

County  commissioners  were 
unavailable  for  comment. 

The  suit  does  not  name  former 
commissioner  Verl  Stone,  nor  current 
commissioner  Kenneth  Pinegar. 

The  zoning  law  was  enacted  while 
Stone  was  a  member  of  the 
commission;  however,  he  opposed 
passage  of  it. 

Many  of  the  proposed  changes  are 
the  result  of  objections  raised  by  the 
group  opposing  the  ordinance.  They 
include  changing  some  of  the  most 
controversial  parts  of  the  ordinance. 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  Democratic 
leaders  of  the  95th  Congress  are 
starting  work  on  President-elect 
Carter’s  jobs  program  without  waiting 
for  bis  inauguration. 

At  the  same  time.  Congress  is 
expected  to  shelve  President  Ford’s 
new  tax-cut  proposals  and  instead 
await  Carter’s  tax  plans,  due  to  be 
disclosed  later  this  week. 

After  the  new,  heavily  Democratic 
Congress  convened  Tuesday,  the  first 
component  of  Carter’s  economic 
proposals,  a  $4-billion  expansion  of  an 
existing  public  works  program,  was 
introduced.  Democrats  say  the  program 
could  produce  as  many  as  600,000 
jobs. 

Rep.  Robert  A.  Roe,  D-N.J., 
chairman  of  the  House  subcommittee 
handling  the  bill,  had  175  sponsors  for 
the  measure  when  it  was  introduced. 
He  predicted  there  would  be  more  than 
enough  sponsors  in  the  next  few  days 
to  provide  at  least  a  House  majority  of 
218. 

House  Speaker  Thomas  P.  O’Neill  of 
Massachusetts  said  the  fust  priority  of 
Democrats,  who  novv  control  both  the 
legislative  and  executive  branches  after 
eight  years  of  divided  government, 
“must  be  to  put  Americans  back  to 
work.” 

House  leaders  are  to  gather  Friday  in 
Plains,  Ga.,  to  discuss  the  rest  of 
Carter’s  economic  package  with  the 
President-elect. 

That  package  is  expected  to  consist 
of  some  $15  billion  in  economic 
stimulus,  combining  programs  intended 


Conflict  charged 

Annexation  fight  drags  on  .  .  .

A  Spanish  Fork  resident  is  charging 
that  a  newly-elected  County 
Commissioner  was  in  conflict  of 
interest  in  selling  his  solid  waste 
transfer  station  to  Utah  County. 

Cleve  Childs,  a  Spanish  Fork 
businessman,  raised  the  allegations 
against  Kenneth  Pinegar,  stating  that 
Pinegar  used  the  annexation  of 
industrial  park  land  near  Spanish  Fork 
to  enhance  the  value  of  his  own 
property  on  the  land. 

Pinegar,  who  was  sworn  in  as  a  Utah 
County  Commissioner  on  Monday,  was 


a  Spanish  Fork  City  Councilman  at  the 
time. 

The  late  August  annexation  of  the 
county  land  into  Spanish  Fork  raised 
questions  about  the  possible  conflict  of 
interest  concerning  Pinegar.  According 
to  Childs,  secretary -treasurer  of  a  group 
called  Spanish  Fork  Citizens  for  Better 
Government  (SFCBG),  “the 
annexation  changes  saved  the  city 
councilman  money  and  enhanced  the 
value  of  his  property.” 

Childs  also  said  Pinegar  initiated  the 
annexation  proposal. 

The  annexed  land  included  a  waste 
transfer  station  built  and  owned  by 
Pinegar  and  operated  by  the 


now-defunct  Devon  Industries. 

Money  for  building  the  waste 
transfer  station  which  was  to  be 
operated  for  the  county  was  loaned  to 
Pinegar  after  a  contract  was  drafted  in 
which  Utah  County  backed  up  the 
loan. 

The  contract  stated  if  the  corporation 
should  fail,  the  county  would  purchase 
the  property  for  the  same  price  the 
corporation  had  paid,  within  a  90-day 
period,  according  to  Childs. 

Devon  Industries  went  bankrupt, 
leaving  Pinegar  with  the  station. 

Childs  also  charges  that  the  figure  of 
$250,000  agreed  on  by  the  county  and 
Pinegar  is  “at  least  $90,000  too  much.” 


Childs  said  he  requested  estimates  on 
building  costs  for  the  transfer  station 
and  the  property  from  several 
contractors;  the  estimated  total  for  the 
station  was  $171 ,500,  he  said. 

Esbern  Baadsgaard,  a  real  estate 
broker  and  member  of  SFCBG,  said  he 
has  reviewed  the  county  auditor’s 
records  and  found  the  1976  assessed 
valuation  to  be  $7,526;  taxes  were 
$363.88. 

In  a  letter  to  the  editor  published  in 
the  Provo  Daily  Herald,  Baadgaard  said 
that  market  value  is  based  on  five  times 
the  assessed  value,  or  in  this  case, 
$37,636.

Malcolm  and  his  parents,  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  John  H.  Lawson,  said  they  don’t 
know  why  he  was  chosen  to  receive  an 
invitation,  although  he  has  written  two 
letters  to  Carter  wishing  him  well. 

The  boy,  who  has  never  met  Carter, 
said  the  first  letter  was  sent  while  the 
President-elect  was  still  running  for 
office.  “I  told  him  I  liked  him  very 
much  and  that  I  hked  Amy  (the 
Carter’s  daughter),  Walter  Mondale  and 
Rosalynn  Carter,”  Malcolm  said. 

He  received  a  postcard  with  Carter’s 
picture,  and  a  note  saying  Carter  was 
very  proud  of  that  letter. 

The  invitation  to  the  inauguration 
was  Carter’s  reply  to  a  second  letter 
congratulating  him  on  his  nomination. 

No  students  hurt 
in  holiday  travels 

BYU  students  continued  to  arrive 
safely  in  Provo  Tuesday  and 
Wednesday  with  no  reports  of  students 
being  injured  in  auto  accidents. 

Gary  Carver,  assistant  dean  of 
student  life,  said  his  office  had  heard 
from  a  group  of  students  whose  return 
was  delayed  because  of  an  accident, 
but  none  were  injured. 

Fewer  fatalities  were  also  reported 
nationwide  when  the  final  results  of 
New  Year  weekend  accidents  were  in. 

A  total  of  305  persons  died  over  the 
weekend,  substantially  less  than  the 
350  to  450  predicted  earlier  by  the 
National  Safety  Council. 

Over  the  Christmas  weekend  this 
year,  there  were  416  traffic  fatalities.

Gilmore  doesn't  wont  execution  filmed 


The  LDS  missionary  charged  With 
aggravated  battery  and  the  murder  of 
his  companion  has  been  arraigned  and 
will  face  a  preliminary  hearing  Tuesday 
in  the  Saline  County,  111.,  Courthouse. 

Saline  County  Sheriff  Arnold 
Stafford  said  the  suspect,  Douglas  R. 
Bjelde,  20,  of  Stoughton,  Wis.,  was 
being  held  in  Saline  County  Jail.  Bail 
has  been  set  at  $205,000. 

Stafford  said  Bjelde’s  family  and  a 
lawyer  from  Chicago  hired  by  his 
famUy  were  in  Harrisburg. 

No  previous  complaints  or  reports  of 
disagreements  between  the  two  elders 
had  been  received  by  the  Sheriffs 
Office  or  the  county  police,  Stafford 
said . 

Funeral  services  for  the  victim,  James 
A.  Christensen,  24,  of  Moroni,  are 
scheduled  for  today  at  1  p.m.  in  the 
Moroni  East  LDS  Ward  Chapel. 


According  to  Stafford,  Bjelde 
brought  Christensen  into  the 
emergency  room  of  the  Pearce  Hospital 
in  Eldorado,  Ill.  Friday  night.  Stafford 
said  Bjelde  had  called  his  “supervisor  in 
Kentucky”  and  asked  for  advice.  At 
that  time,  Christensen  was  lying  on  the 
floor  and  was  “cold,”  Bjelde  said. 

“The  hospital  called  us  when  it 
looked  like  the  boy  had  been 
tortured,”  Stafford  said.  Christensen 
tbld  the  sheriff  that  he  had  been  beaten 
by  his  companion.  After  the  sheriff 
questioned  Bjelde  about  the  beating, 
Stafford  said,  the  suspect  was  read  his 
rights  and  made  a  statement. 

Christensen  died  Sunday  around 
11  '30  p.m,,  of  a  cerebral  hemorrhage, 
Stafford  said. 

Sheriff  Stafford  said  Bjelde  was, 
according  to  the  statement, 
“aggravated  with  the  other  fellow 
because  he  couldn’t  move  as  fast  as  he 
could.” 

When  he  was  14,  Christensen  was 


involved  in  a  car-train  accident  in  Mt. 
Pleasant,  Utah.  “It’s  a  miracle  he  was 
alive  after  that,”  said  Eslie  Christensen, 
father  of  the  deceased  missionary.  “He 
had  a  handicap,”  he  said.  “He  had 
difficulty  walking  around  and  it 
affected  his  speech  a  little.  He  wasn’t 
that  fast.” 

Christensen  “could  not  have  run 
away  if  someone  beat  him,”  his  father 
said.  “But  he  was  real  strong;  he  wasn’t 
any  weakling.” 


SALT  LAKE  CITY  —  Convicted  killer  Gary  Gilmore,  who 
gained  international  attention  by  supporting  state  efforts  to 
execute  him,  does  not  seek  publicity  and  would  not  want  the 
execution  filmed  even  if  courts  allow  it,  his  lawyer  said 
Wednesday.

But,  said  Pinegar,  “Market  value  can 
only  be  established  by  comparison. 
There  is  no  other  transfer  station  in 
Utah  to  compare  with,  so  how  could 
the  valuation  assessment  set  a  proper 
value?”

West  Point  cadets 


can't  rejoin  class 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  Cadets 
outsted  in  West  Point’s  biggest  cheating 
scandal  lost  their  battle  to  rejoin  the 
Class  of  1977  Wednesday  when  Army 
Secretary  Martin  R.  Hoffmann  ruled 
they  could  not  return  before  early 
summer. 


Hoffmann  said  it  would  be  “unwise” 
to  readmit  the  151  cadets  caught  in  the 
honor  code  scandal  before  they  had 
completed  a  year’s  suspension. 

The  order  means  that  the  bulk  of  the 
cadets  will  return  in  July,  with  a  few 
returning  in  late  June.  They  had  hoped 
to  return  at  the  start  of  the  second 
semester  Jan.  24  in  order  to  graduate  in 
June,  a  move  possible  by  undergoing 
extra  training  and  enrolling  in  extra 
courses. 

The  secretary  also  told  a  news 
conference  he  was  adopting  nearly  all 
recommendations  made  Dec.  15  by  a 
panel  headed  by  former  astronaut 
Frank  Borman,  now  chief  executive  of 
Eastern  Air  Lines. 

The  panel  had  called  for  an  end  to 
punishment  and  legal  proceedings 
arising  out  of  the  scandal  and  for 


readmission  of  the  outsted  cadets  “as 
soon  as  possible.” 

It  also  urged  modification  of  the 
honor  code  which  requires  that  cadets 
convicted  of  violating  the  code  be 
expelled.  It  said  less  stringent  penalties 
should  be  permitted. 

In  addition,  the  panel  said  cadets 
should  be  given  an  alternative  to 
turning  in  suspected  violators,  as  now 
required.  It  su^e^e^  that  cadets 
permitted  to  confront  suspected 
violators. 

The  honor  code  states  that  “a  cadet 
will  not  lie,  cheat  or  steal,  nor  tolerate 
those  who  do.” 

Hoffmann  said  he  agreed  to  “any 
extraordinary”  change  in  Army 
regulations  that  would  result  in 
explusion  becoming  the  usual  rather 
than  the  mandatory  punishment. 

But  he  left  to  the  corps  of  4,000 
cadets  the  responsibility  for  providing 
lesser  penalties  at  the  level  of  Cadet 
Honor  Committee  prosecution  and  for 
lifting  the  requirement  to  turn  in 
suspected  violators. 

Borman  said  hi  was  elated  by  the 
secretary’s  action. 
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Vatican  denies 
scandal  report 


VATICAN  CITY  (AP)  -  The  Vatican  took  issue 
today  with  press  reports  linking  the  Holy  See  and 
religious  orders  with  real  estate  speculation  in  Rome. 

The  official  Vatican  newspaper  Osservatore 
Romano  also  questioned  whether  the  current 
“methodical .  .  .  scandalism”  and  “anticlericalism” 
are  aimed  at  driving  religious  institutions  out  of 
Rome. 

The  independent  weekly  Europeo  said  last  week 
that  the  Vatican  and  its  religious  orders  own  at  least  a 
fourth  of  the  real  estate  in  the  Italian  capital  and  have 
sold  some  of  their  holdings  at  windfall  profits 
without  paying  Italian  taxes. 

The  Vatican  article  said  that  certain  Church 
property  -  such  as  the  basilicas  of  St.  Mary  Major 
and  St.  John  Lateran  — are  “Extraterritorial” 
according  to  a  treaty  that  regulates  the  Vatican’s 
relations  with  the  Italian  government. 

It  also  said  the  Vatican  “holds  other  property”  in 
Rome  because  “it  must  be  clear  that  a  great  universal 
institution  such  as  the  Catholic  Church,  present  in 
the  whole  world,  needs  certain  space  adequate  for  its 
developing  needs.”

Quake  foil  figures  given 
in  secret  Chinese  paper 


HONG  KONG  (AP)  -  A  top-Secret 
Chinese  document  says  that  the 
earthquake  last  July  in  northeast  China 
killed  655,237  persons,  the  second 
largest  quake  toll  in  history,  a  leading 
Hong  Kong  newspaper  reported 
Wednesday. 

The  South  China  Morning  Post  said 
the  document  reported  779,000 
persons  were  injured,  79,000  of  them 
seriously. 

The  paper  did  not  say  how  it 
obtained  information  on  the  report.  It 
said  it  was  released  at  an  emergency 
conference  on  earthquake  relief  work 
in  August. 

The  quake  on  July  28  virtuaUy 


destroyed  Tangshan,  an  industrial  city 
of  1.6  million  population  105  miles 
southeast  of  Peking.  It  did  considerable 
damage  in  Tientsin,  China’s  third 
largest  city,  which  had  a  population  of 
4.3  million. 

The  Chinese  government  admitted 
that  there  were  many  casualties  and 
serious  damage,  but  it  has  never 
announced  any  figures.  Cuban  and 
Yugoslav  news  dispatches  reported  tens 
'of  thousands  killed.  But  the  Chinese 
government  declined  all  offers  of 
foreign  aid,  and  since  no  foreign  relief 
personnel  were  admitted  to  the 
devastated  area,  there  were  no 
estimates  from  such  trained  observers .

Thursday,  contained  excerpts  from  what  the 
magazine  said  were  CIA  interrogation  records. 

The  Russian  lieutenant  said  air  defenses  in  the 
eastern  Soviet  Union  are  manned  by  airmen 
considered  disciplinary  problems.  Stem  reported. 
Belenko  himself  was  assigned  to  Siberia  for  that 
reason,  it  said. 

“The  pilots  are  like  wolves,”  he  was  quoted  as 
saying.  “They  try  to  collect  laurels  through  daring 
actions  against  Chinese  combat  aircraft  and  U.S.  spy 
planes  in  order  to  get  posted  back  to  the  west  of  the 
Soviet  Union.”

parking  changes 

BYU  Security /Police  Chief  Robert  W.  Kelshaw  said 
he  foresees  no  parking  problems  as  the  result  of 
campus  construction  and  the  change  in  the  HFAC 
parking  lot  exit -entrance. 

Kelshaw  said  the  parking  loss  as  the  result  of 
construction  east  of  the  Marriott  Center  “hasn’t 
caused  any  problems.” 

He  added  that  the  current  D  parking  lot  south  of 
the  Physical  Plant  building  would  be  resurfaced  and 
would  be  three-fourths  student  parking  in  the  spring. 

Kelshaw  said  he  assumed  the  reduction  in  parking 
problems  was  the  result  in  a  reduction  of  B  parking 
lot  stickers  and  the  increase  in  D-lot  stickers 
purchased  by  students. 

Kelshaw  said  he  price  of  D  stickers  was  ori^nally 
reduced  “to  encourage  students  who  have  previously 
been  parking  illegally  or  on  city  streets  to  buy  a 
parking  permit.” 

A  change  in  the  north  exit-entrance  to  the  Harris 
Fine  Arts  Center  parking  lot  will  help  reduce 
accidents  and  near-misses,  according  to  Kelshaw. 

Kelshaw  said  the  parking  lot  was  changed  in 
November  as  a  result  of  the  accidents  and  near  misses 
in  the  last  1 5  months  prior  to  the  change. 

The  problem  was  caused  when  motorists 
attempting  a  left  turn  out  of  the  north  HFAC  parking 
lot  would  use  up  too  much  of  the  available  road  and 
motorists  attempting  a  right  turn  into  the  lot  were 
not  able  to  execute  the  turns,  he  explained. 

Kelshaw  said  there  were  eight  accidents  with  two 
personal  injuries  in  the  last  15  months  with  $3,000 
damage  done.  He  added  there  had  been  no  accidents 
or  near  misses  reported  since  the  exit-entrance 
construction  had  been  finished. 

The  parking  lot  changes  include  barring  of  left  turns 
from  the  north  HFAC  parking  lot  exit  and  the 
installation  of  flashing  yellow  lights  to  caution  drivers 
about  the  pedestrian  crossing.

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SALT  LAKE  CITY  -  Federal 
income  tax  packages  for  1976  have 
been  delayed  but  will  be  on  their  way 
to  area  taxpayers  during  the  second 
week  of  January,  according  to  the 
Internal  Revenue  Service. 

Both  the  Form  1040  and  the  Short 
Form  1 040A  reflect  various  changes  in 
the  law  stemming  from  passage  of  the 
Tax  Reform  Act  of  1976,  according  to 
the  IRS. 

These  changes  cover  such  areas  as 
child  care  expenses,  income  received 
during  retirement,  business  use  of  a 
home  and  sick  pay,  among  other 
provisions  that  are  effective  for  taxyear 
1976.  New  tax  tables  enable  those  with 
taxable  incomes  of  up  to  $20,000  to 


determine _ their  taxable  income, at  a 
glance,  without  calculating  rates.  The 
tables  must  be  used  whether  or  not  the 
taxpayers  itemize  deductions  or  use  the 
standard  deductions,  said  A.  A. 
Wallberg,  public  affairs  officer  for  the 
IRS  district  office  in  Salt  Lake  City. 


Beginning  this  year,  some  of  the 
eligibility  requirements  for  the  Earned 
Income  Credit  have  been  liberalized,  he 
said.  However,  “the  IRS  reminds 
taxpayers  who  are ,  eligible  for  the 
credit  that  they  still  must  file  a  tax 
return  to  receive  it.  The  credit  is 
refundable  to  provide  a  benefit  to 
families  who  otherwise  do  not  earn 
enough  to  file  a  return.

Women’s  basketball  history  at  BYU  will  be  in  the 
making  today  and  Friday  with  the  advent  of  the  First 
BYU  Women’s  Basketball  Classic  at  the  Marriott 
Center.

State-Fullerton,  Utah,  and  BYU. 

Tickets  each  night  are  $1  for  high  school  students 
or  younger  and  for  BYU  students  and  faculty.  Tickets 
for  adults  are  $2.  Tickets  may  be  obtained  at  the 
Marriott  Center  Ticket  Office. 

The  game  schedule  pits  UNLV  against  Utah  in  the  7 
p.m.  game  tonight  and  matches  Fullerton  with  BYU 
in  the  second  game  at  9  p.m. 

Friday’s  game  will  match  the  losing  teams  at  7  p.m. 
and  the  winners  at  9  p.m. 

The  Las  Vegas  Rebels  opened  the  season  by 
defeating  the  two  top-ranked  teams  in  the  nation, 
Delta  State  and  Immaculata.  Currently  ranked  third 
in  the  nation,  UNLV  sports  a  fast-break  offense  and  a 
tough  defense,  making  the  Rebels  a  chief  contender 
for  the  AIAW  national  championship. 

Heading  the  team  of  returnees  for  UNLV  is  senior 
Debra  Waddy,  a  5-10  center  who  averaged  25.3  points 
and  9.1  rebounds  a  game  last  season.  Miss  Waddy  had 
10  games  with  30  or  more  points,  including  a  high 
game  and  team  record  of  42  points  against  Chico 
State. 

Other  Rebel  starters  are  co-captains  5-8  senior 
forward  Liz  Calloway  and  5-10  forward  Donna  Wick. 
Last  season,  Miss  Galloway  averaged  1 1.9  points  and 
9.7  rebounds  a  game;  Miss  Wick  averaged  10  points 
and  8.1  rebounds  a  game. 

Top  rebounder  for  the  Rebels  is  6-1  senior  Janice 
Fuller,  who  averaged  12.6  points  and  13.9  rebounds  a 
game  with  a  high  board  game  of  2 1  against  Utah. 

Head  Coach  Dan  Ayala,  in  his  second  year  at 
UNLV,  took  his  team  to  a  27-5  season  record  last 
year. 

The  Fullerton  Titans,  ranked  fifth  nationally 
pre-season,  have  six  returning  players,  including 
All-American  senior  Nancy  Dunkle,  a  6-2  center. 
Head  coach  Billie  Moore  calls  Miss  Dunkle  the  best 
all-around  player  in  women’s  basketball,  adding,  “She 
can  do  everything  possible  on  a  court  and  do  it  very 
well.” 

Miss  Dunkle  was  named  to  the  Kodak  All-American 
team  the  past  two  years  and  was  instrumental  in 
helping  the  United  States  basketball  team  earn  the 
silver  medal  in  the  first  Olympic  basketball 
competition  for  women  at  Montreal. 

She  scored  1 ,08 1  points  during  her  first  three  years 
at  Fullerton,  averaging  22.3  points  a  game  last  year, 
hitting  55  per  cent  from  the  field  and  averaging  1 1.5 
rebounds. 

The  Titans’  second  leading  scorer  and  rebounder  is 
6-0  sophomore  forward  Brenda  Martin,  who  last  year 
averaged  12  points  and  9.5  rebounds  a  game. 

The  Titans  went  14-5  last  season  under  Coach 
Moore,  who  is  in  her  eighth  year  at  Fullerton. 

The  Utah  Utes  bring  a  19-5  former  season  record  to 
the  classic.  Last  year,  Utah  placed  first  in  Region  7 
and  went  to  the  national  AIAW  tournament. 

The  Utes  are  led  by  Soni  Adams,  5-8  senior  forward 
who  last  season  averaged  15.6  points  and  8.2 
rebounds  a  game,  and  was  nominated  to  the  Kodak 
All-American  team  last  year.  She  has  been  nursing  an 
injured  ankle  but  should  be  ready  for  the 
tournament. 

Among  other  Utah  returnees  are  Mo  Eckroth,  a  6-0 
sophomore  center  forward  who  averaged  9.1  points 


and  6.7  rebounds  a  game  last  season,  and  Linda 
Grant,  a  6-0  junior  center  who  had  9  points  and  7.2 
rebounds  a  game. 

Coach  Fern  Gardner,  in  her  second  year  coaching  at 
Utah,  is  the  only  coach  in  Region  7  who  has  taken 
women’s  basketball  teams  to  national  tournaments. 

.  Host  team  BYU,  coached  by  Elaine  MichaeUs,  will 
field  a  young,  strong  squad.  Although  the  Cougars 
lost  their  leading  scorer  and  two  good  rebounders 
from  last  year’s  team  that  went  11-6,  two  junior 
college  transfers  and  some  promising  freshmen  should 
help  fill  the  void.

Oregon  State  is  ranked  14th,  BYU  is 
15th  and  Oregon  is  right  behind  in 
16th  place  in  the  national  rankings 
listed  by  Amateur  Wrestling  News. 

In  the  month  since  the  season 
opened,  the  Cougars  have  participated 
in  two  tournamnets  and  two  dual 
meets.  They  finished  sixth  in  the 
Arizona  Invitational  in  Tucson,  and 
were  runner-up  to  Northern  Colorado 
in  the  Beehive  Invitational  just  before 
Christmas.

The  latest  report  written  by  National 
Cancer  Institute  scientists  said  the 
geographical  studies  bolster  medical 
theories  that  a  relationship  exists 
between  environmental  factors  and 
cancer  risks. 

The  reasons  for  the  varying  rates,  and 
distribution  of  cancer  are  unknown, 
but  the  geographical  differences  should 
spur  investigations  to  look  for  local 
factors  that  may  contribute  to  the 
disease,  the  scientists  said. 

The  nonwhite  study  of  more  than  a 
half  million  deaths  included  blacks, 
American  Indians,  Chinese  and 


Japanese,  with  blacks  forming  92  per 
cent  of  the  group. 

Cancer  mortality  rates  per  100,000 
population  were  higher  for  males  of  all 
races  than  females,  the  study  said. 
Overall  death  rates  from  the  cancers 
surveyed  were  189  per  100,000  for 
black  and  Chinese  males,  174  for 
whites,  158  for  Japanese,  and  100  for 
Indians.. 

For  females,  blacks  hid  a  cancer 
death  rate  of  142  per  100,000, 
compared  to  130  deaths  for  whites, 
109  for  Indians,  91  for  Chinese  and  83 
for  Japanese. 

Compared  to  other  racial  groups. 


black  have  proportionately  higher  rates 
for  cancers  of  the  mouth  and  throat, 
esophagus,  stomach,  pancreas,  larynx, 
lung,  bladder,  cervix  and  a  kind  of 
bone  marrow  cancer  called  multiple 
myeloma. 

Whites  have  higher  morality  rates 
than  blacks  for  cancer  of  the  colon  and 
rectum,  breast,  ovary,  testes,  kidney, 
skin,  brain  and  lymph  system,  as  well 
as  leukemia. 

The  report  said  Indians  appear  more 
prone  to  cancer  of  the  bUe  system  than 
other  groups.  They  also  suffer  from 
high  rates  of  cancers  of  the  nose, 
throat,  testes,  cervix,  kidney  and 
female  thyroid.

Andrus  sees  Senate  OK 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  Idaho  Gov.  CecU  D.  Andrus 
says  he  doesn’t  expect  any  trouble  later  this  month 
when  the  Senate  votes  to  confirm  his  appointment  to 
be  Secretary  of  the  Interior. 

Andrus  spoke  from  Washington  on  Tuesday  where 
he  arrived  Monday  for  a  round  of  talks  with  Secretary 
of  the  Interior  Thomas  S.  Kleppe,  members  of  the 
Senate  Interior  Committee,  Senate  leaders  and  other 
government  officials. 

He  said  he  expects  the  Interior  Committee 
confirmation  hearings  to  be  held  Jan.  17-18.  He  also 
said  he  expects  the  confirmation  to  take  place 
immediately  after  the  inauguration  of  President-elect 
Jimmy  Carter,  possibly  Jan.  21. 

Following  his  expected  confirmation,  Andrus  said 
he  will  resign  as  governor,  enabling  Lt.  Gov.  John  V. 
Evans  to  take  over  the  position. 

Andrus  said  Kleppe  and  his  staff  brought  him  up  to 
date  on  some  congressional  programs  and  transition 
work. 


He  said  he  also  conferred  with  Idaho  Sens.  Frank 
Church,  ai  Democrat,  and  James  A.  McClure,  a 
Republican.  Both  are  members  of  the  Interior 
Committee. 

“People  have  been  very  generous  to  me  in  the 
reception  I  have  received  in  Washington,”  Andrus 
said. 

Reprding  state  business,  Andrus  said  he  is  working 
on  his  state  of  the  state  message.  He  said  he  expects 
to  deliver  the  message  Monday  at  10  a.m.  and  the 
budget  Wednesday. 

The  secretary-designate  expressed  regret  at  leaving 
the  Idaho  governorship,  but  was  enthusiastic  about 
the  challenges  of  national  office. 

Andrus  said  he  will  resume  talks  Wednesday  with 
Kleppe  and  also  Wallace  L.  Chadwick,  chairman  of 
the  independent  Teton  Dam  panel.  Chadwick,  of  Los 
Angeles,  is  bringing  with  him  from  Denver,  Colo.,  the 
final  report  on  the  cause  of  the  June  5,  1976  dam 
failure.

Rabies  outbreak  reported 
on  Texas-AAexico  border

ATLANTA  (AP)  -  A  major  outbreak  of  rabies  in 
dogs  at  Laredo,  Tex.,  is  of  grave  concern  to  pubUc 
health  officials,  spokesmen  at  the  federal  Center  for 
Disease  Control  said  Wednesday. 

Rabies  in  dogs  has  been  practically  eliminated  in 
the  United  States  except  for  areas  along  the  Mexican 
border,  said  Dr.  William  Winkler,  chief  of  viral 
zoonoses  at  the  CDC.  Zoonoses  are  diseases 
transmitted  from  animals  to  humans. 

Since  the  1960s,  only  about  one  case  of  human 
rabies  a  year  has  been  reported  in  this  country, 
Winkler  said.  Chances  of  recovery  are  practically  nil, 
he  said,  adding  that  there  have  been  only  two 
documented  survivals. 

“It  is  not  uncommon  to  bring  in  people  for 
treatment  in  this  country  who  have  been  exposed  (to 
the  disease)  in  Mexico...,”  Winkler  said  in  an  interview. 
The  border  is  really  our  last  remaining  program  in  dog 
rabies.” 

The  preventive  treatment  is  given  to  30,000 
persons  a  year  who  are  suspected  of  having  been 
exposed  to  the  disease. 

ill  Health  authorities  at  the  CDC  and  in  Texas  said 
there  has  been  considerable  cooperation  from  the 


Mexican  government  in  dealing  with  the  problem. 

Dr.  Everett  Baker,  veterinary  epidemiolo^st  at  the 
CDC,  said  the  last  major  outbreak  of  rabies  in  dogs  in 
this  country  was  in  the  El  Paso,  Tex.-Ciudad  Juarez, 
Mexico,  area  from  1972  to  1975. 

There  have  been  no  human  cases  of  rabies  in  the 
Laredo  outbreak,  but  Dr.  Paul  Musgrave,  regional 
health  officer  at  Harlingen,  Tex.,  said  about  15 
persons  have  been  inoculated  as  a  preventive  measure. 

For  protection,  they  must  get  the  inoculation 
before  the  incubation  period  of  the  disease  expires. 
This  can  be  from  three  weeks  to  a  year. 

So  far,  Musgrave  said,  all  but  one  of  the  rabid  dogs 
were  in  Webb  County,  Tex.  One  was  found  in 
neighboring  Zapata  County,  and  authorities  there 
were  alerted,  he  said. 

■“We’re  playing  it  .safe,”  Musgrave  said  in  a 
telephone  interview.  “There  is  some  question  about 
some  of  the  people  we  have  treated,  but  you  don’t 
fool  around  with  this.” 

He  said  he  does  not  know  how  many  dogs  have 
been  killed,  but  that  hundreds  have  been  rounded  up. 

The  first  rabid  dog  was  reported  at  Laredo  about 
Nov.  18,  and  through  Dec.  31,  18  others  were 
reported,  the  CDC  said. 
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Decision  postponed  on  creation

Plans  for  the  committee  will  resume 
Feb.  1.  After  the  three-month  trial 
period,  a  recommendation  will  be  made 
to  the  board  of  directors  if  it  should  be 
continued. 
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School  discipline 
includes  'bugging 

MANNING,  Iowa  (AP)  -  Students  in  a  boys-only 
home-making  class  were  “bugging”  the  first  year 
woman  teacher  and  wound  up  “bugged”  themselves. 

School  officials  planted  a  hidden  tape  recorder  to 
gather  proof  of  harassment  in  the  class,  using  the 
results  to  show  the  need  for  more  discipline. 

Some  parents  objected  that  the  hidden  recorder 
was  an  invasion  of  privacy,  but  the  Manning  School 
Board  voted  3-2  to  affirm  “bugging”  as  a  legitimate 
way  to  head  off  class  trouble. 

“The  principal  told  them  they’d  be  monitored,  and 
taping  is  included  in  monitoring,  isn’t  it?”  said  board 
member  Roy  Struve. 

Principla  Larry  Miller  said  of  the  parents’ 
objections.  “That  was  about  the  only  negative 
response.” 

“Things  have  settled  down  now,”  he  said  Monday 
as  classes  resumed  after  Christmas  break  at  the  rural 
high  school  with  270  students.  “I  think  the  vacation 
period  has  given  it  time  to  die  out.” 

Miller  authorized  using  the  hidden  recorder  last 
month  to  prove  to  parents  the  need  for  disciplinary 
action. 

Two  of  the  21  students  in  the  popular  “Bachelor’s 
Training”  class  were  later  barred  from  the  class 
because  of  a  “culmination  of  things,  not  just  the  one 
incident,”  Miller  said. 

Miller  would  not  specify  what  form  the  harassment 
of  teacher  Linda  Himiker  took,  but  he  said  that  some 
boys  took  the  ckass  for  “an  easy  grade”  and  that 
students  sometimes  gang  up  to  give  a  young  teacher  a 
hard  time. 

Neither  the  teacher  nor  the  students  involved  were 
available  for  comment.
